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Council claims budget 'best for years' 


COUNCILLORS and 
staff have carved out the 
best budget situation that 
Weymouth & Portland 
has seen for years. 

And a shortfall of just 
£500,000 on its rough 


annual spend of £50 mil¬ 
lion for 2015-2016 is 
being dealt with through 
a series of structured 
savings. 

Finance director Jason 
Vaughan said that the 
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current situation was a 
reward which had been 
created by switching 
from annual budgeting to 
forward budgeting as far 
ahead as 2020. 

He added: “This is the 
decade of change for 
Weymouth & Portland. 

“We estimate that dur¬ 
ing this period the bor¬ 
ough will lose £9 million 
alone in government 
grants and funding by 
2020. 

“This put the council in 
an impossible position 
where radical change 
was the only way for¬ 


ward if the authority was 
to continue to survive. 
And I do mean survive. 
It was as radical as that.” 

Key measures have 
produced a £700,000 an¬ 
nual saving through the 
council handing over the 
running of the Pavilion 
to the community and £3 
million worth of savings 
through partnership with 
West Dorset, with more 
savings expected once 
North Dorset joins the 
partnership. 

Mr Vaughan said: 
“These are big examples 
of savings but there are 


also many smaller ones 
as well which have all 
helped reduce a budget 
black hole of several mil¬ 
lion pounds a few years 
ago down now to about 
£500,000 for 2015-2016. 

“This means that we 
are more than two thirds 
of the way towards 
bridging that £9 million 
loss by 2020. 

“The current £500,000 
budget shortfall - which 
could be mirrored in 
each of the future years 
to 2020 - is going to be 
dealt with by reviewing 
services such as how 
phones can be answered 
more efficiently which

CATHY Harvey is the co-ordinator of Bridport's 
Allington Hill Volunteer Group, affectionately 
known as the Allington 'Hillbillies', and has 
lived in the area for most of her life. 

She works in retail and is married to Jon, who 
worked as a member of the local police team 
before retiring. 

Cathy became involved in the 'Hillbillies' 
group soon after it was formed in 2011 and has 
been part of the committee ever since. 

Over the last four years, Cathy has worked 
tirelessly alongside a dedicated team of volun¬ 
teers to improve the state of Allington Hill and 
Cooper's Wood, two of Bridport's best-loved 
green spaces. 


• HOW long have you lived in the area? 

I HAVE lived in the area for about 30 years, moving to 
North Allington 22 years ago. I'm happily married to 
Jon who was the local bobby until he retired. I've 
worked in retail all my working life - and I'm very much 
a people person, so it suits me down to the ground, ex¬ 
cept that I'm stuck indoors! 

• HOW did the'Hillbillies'group 
get off the ground? 

THE Allington Hill Volunteer Group was started by the 
Woodland Trust in January 2011 with the first working 
party laying a hedge. 

The state of the hedge had bothered me for ages and 
I had moaned about it every time I walked past, so felt 
duty bound to go along. 

They held a meeting several months later and I of¬ 
fered to do a bi-monthly newsletter - I think I'm just 
about to send out number 26! To raise funds for the 
hill we had to form a committee. 

Many were willing to sit on the committee but none 
would take on the role of chair. It seemed I had no 
choice and reluctantly took on the role. 

We have a great team, with a broad base of talents, 
including keeping me under control! I often get told 
to stop thinking. 

Since then, Allington Parish Council has taken over 
the lease on part of the area known as Cooper's Wood 
and Field. 

The community has really got involved in all the 
events that take place. They are often community-led 
and we involve local people whenever we can. 

• WHAT was it that drew you to the group? 

THERE were two reasons why I joined the group. Ex¬ 
cept for the local shop, North Allington has no com¬ 
munity facilities, such as a hall or school, that can bring 
people together. 

I was brought up in a small village and lived next to 
the village hall. One of my lasting memories was the 
year that we were snowed in and the village lost its 
electricity. 

My Dad visited everyone in the village and told them 
to go to the village hall where he had lit the log burner. 
They brought food with them and my Mum cooked a 
massive meal on our Rayburn. 

Everyone stayed warm and was well fed - it turned 
out to be quite a party too! 


I felt we needed a community focal point and this 
was it. 

Secondly, the Woodland Trust still used chemicals on 
the hill to control ragwort and nettles. We now do this 
by hand and work closely with the trust to make sure 
this is a chemical-free zone. 

• WHAT is the next event or 
project for the Allington Hillbillies? 

LAST year we applied for grants for the community 
area, Cooper's Wood and Field. A First World War me¬ 
morial bench is being made by Stan Toombs from solid 
oak, and this will be installed and trees planted nearby, 
supplied by the Woodland Trust. We also have grant 
money to improve the access to the hill for all the com¬ 
munity. We are working every Sunday morning - 
weather permitting - to restore the boundary line in 
Cooper's Field. 

• WHAT inspires you most? 

I GET my inspiration from my mum and dad.The older 
I get the more I realise how much they have shaped 
my life. I'm a farmer's daughter, even though my dad 
gave it up in the 1970s. 

He was a traditional farmer and hated what we were 
doing to our countryside with all the pesticides and 
chemicals. 

He said we were killing the countryside. He has been 
proved right and I'm now trying to do my bit, in a very 
small way, to restore the damage. 

Another inspiration of mine, and someone who 
many people may remember, was Memeikia Jellicoe - 
an inspirational lady who I will never forget. She was a 
lovely lady who I started gardening for. She had taught 
in South Africa and traveled widely. 

She told me about her adventures and the people 
that she had met, and always said that language is no 
barrier. If you really want to do something, you will 
make it happen. 

• DO you have any ambitions in life? 

MY hope is that one day I will be able to afford to 
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travel. Other cultures fascinate me. I have been to 
China and the raw culture there that has not been 
westernised or made a tourist attraction was so varied. 
They are desperately trying to hold on to the many var¬ 
ied cultures and religions within the country. 

I would also love to learn to play a musical instru¬ 
ment, but I can't even clap to a rhythm. I often wish I 
could play the guitar, but it would be beyond me. 

• DO you take part in any other community or¬ 
ganisations or groups? 

UNFORTUNATELY I find I just don't have enough hours 
in the day!

Brewer's Quay defiant 
and open for business

A SINGLE umbrella 
organisation, perhaps 
based at Dorset county 
hospital in Dorchester, 
could be used to cen¬ 
tralise the running of 
three clinics at Wey¬ 
mouth community hos¬ 
pital. 

Up to 70,000 Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
people can currently 
make use of the clinics, 
which include walk in 
and minor injuries fa¬ 
cilities, but all three are 
currently run independ¬ 
ently of each other. 

The idea of an um¬ 
brella organisation to 
run them all was put 
forward at a meeting of 
Dorset’s clinical serv¬ 
ices review as part of a 
wider look at health 
services all over 
Dorset. 

The suggestion came 
from Weymouth and 
Portland Health Net¬ 
work chairman Michel 
Hooper-Immins who 
said the clinics are cur¬ 
rently run independ¬ 
ently of each other and 
would be much better 
organised under DCH. 

Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(CCG) chairman, Dr 
Forbes Watson, who 
opened the meeting, 
replied that different or¬ 
ganisations duplicating 
processes on the same 
site was “not ideal”. 

Dr Watson said the 
review was looking at 
safety, high quality and 
a sustainable service, 
adding that its budget 
of £1 billion currently 
helped a population of 
750,000 but that this 
would rise to 800,000 
by 2020-2021 with “a 
significant proportion” 
of elderly people. 

Dr Watson warned 


that there could be a 
funding gap of £167- 
£200 million by 2021, 
so there was a need to 
make some “significant 
changes” through this 
far-reaching review. 

The plan is public 
engagement and option 
discussion this spring, 
formal public consulta¬ 
tion in the summer and 
autumn before formal 
decisions are made by 
the CCG at the end of 
the year. 

CCG deputy director 
Liane Jennings said 
people wanted to see 
more out-of-hours GP 
services, local provi¬ 
sion of services such as 
blood tests and physio¬ 
therapy and specialist 
centres of excellence. 

She added that more 
than half the patients 
currently admitted to 
the community hospital 
could be cared for at 
home while some serv¬ 
ices didn’t have access 
to patients’ health 
records. Accident & 
Emergency admissions 
were expected to rise 
22 percent and hospital 
admissions by 30 per¬ 
cent over the next ten 
years, so there was a 
clear need to organise 
existing resources. 

A lively question and 
answer session with an 
audience of more than 
100 people aired con¬ 
cerns that a local qual¬ 
ity emergency service 
be retained at DCH not 
moved to east Dorset, 
the need for carers to 
get support, and de¬ 
mands for greater sup¬ 
port for dementia. 

This meeting was the 
fourth in a series of 
nine across Dorset 
before the end of Feb¬ 
ruary. 


DEFIANT traders say 
it is “business as usual” 
at Brewer’s Quay, 
Weymouth, which is 
facing a multi-million 
pound redevelopment 
scheme. 

They angrily point 
out that no work will 
start on the regenera¬ 
tion until at least late 
2016, and that they 
plan to enjoy at least 
two hectic summer sea¬ 
sons before they look 
for a new trading site. 

Brewers Quay Empo¬ 
rium co-director Paul 
Cartlidge said: “We 
have more than 70- 
traders here now and 
we will still have more 
than 70 traders nearly 
two years ahead, yet to 
hear the fuss being 
made about the rede¬ 
velopment you would 
think work was going 
to start tomorrow. 


“That is not the case. 
Brewers Quay Invest¬ 
ments must first get 
planning permission 
for their scheme, then 
get detailed elements 
approved and team up 
with a developer. 

“That will take time 
and millions of pounds 
worth of investment, 
which isn’t going to 
happen overnight. 

“But traders hearing 
announcements of this 
work fear people will 
believe it is imminent 
instead of two years 
ahead, and they further 
fear that trade will be 
hit for what time they 
do have left.” 

Co-director Mike 
Ellery said: “These re¬ 
development an¬ 
nouncements can be 
directly linked to sud¬ 
den drop-offs here both 
in trade and traders. 


“BQI redevelopment 
statements in August 
and December 2014 
saw nearly a dozen 
traders leave here and 
there was roughly a 20 
percent drop in trade. 

“People slowly re¬ 
alised that work here 
was not going to start 
there and then, and we 
have had new traders 
come here to start busi¬ 
ness. 

“We need more for 
the next two years and 
we have to actively get 
the message across that 
the building is not 
being shut down next 
Tuesday. 

“There are still two 
highly profitable sum¬ 
mer seasons to come 
and we want to make 
the most of them.” 

Both men said they 
were aware of BQI’s 
plans for the site when 


they started their empo¬ 
rium in March 2013, 
but they had no idea 
that the plans would be 
presented so strongly 
nor that it would have 
such a detrimental ef¬ 
fect on existing busi¬ 
nesses. 

Mr Cartlidge said: 
“As far as we are con¬ 
cerned we wish BQI 
every success with 
their venture provided 
they do not damage our 
venture. 

“Everyone knows 
that plans must be ad¬ 
vertised and debated 
but the timescale in¬ 
volved - nearly two 
years - should be made 
very clear as well.” 

Mr Ellery said: “It is 
business as usual for us 
for a good time to come 
yet, and traders and 
customers need to be 
aware of that.”

could save £250,000 and by encouraging residents 
to do more business with the council online. 

“The savings with this are phenomenal. A trans¬ 
action with the council on the internet costs us 
around ten pence but the same transaction carried 
out face to face with a member of our staff costs 
more than £8. That’s 80 times as much! 

“You can see from that just how big and how im¬ 
portant such savings are to us as cutbacks.” 

Mr Vaughan urged everyone to come to the 
meetings and have their say on how they think 
savings could be made at the next budget meetings 
of Weymouth & Portland’s management commit 
on February 3rd, and at full council on February 
26th. 

He added that those meetings will be considering 
and debating a “modest” council tax increase of 
nearly two percent along with a raft of other 
budget measures.

Robin Page's CRT seeks farm in Dorset 



ON THURSDAY, January 8th, the Countryside 
Restoration Trust (CRT) launched its Gordon Ben- 
ingfield Dorset farm appeal. 

The CRT is a farming and conservation charity 
which aims to protect and restore Britain’s coun¬ 
tryside with wildlife-friendly and commercially vi¬ 
able agriculture. It was started by Robin Page, 
Gordon Beningfield, Sir Laurens van der Post and 
friends 21 years ago. 

It was the wish of the late Gordon Beningfield 
that the CRT should have a wildlife friendly farm 
in Dorset. Gordon was an outstanding artist, con¬ 
servationist and countryman. Now the CRT wishes 
to turn Gordon’s dream into a reality by searching 
for a farm in Dorset and needs to raise at least £1 
million over the next two years. 

Over 100 people gathered to hear Robin Page, 
chairman of the CRT, at the museum in Dorchester 
officially launch an appeal to raise the money to 
buy a farm locally. 

Robin discussed the history of the trust, his close 
friend Gordon Beningfield and the plans for the 
future. The CRT has to identify a suitable farm be¬ 
fore fundraising can start in earnest; Robin was en¬ 
couraging people to help with this too. 

Betty Beningfield, Gordon’s widow, attended as 
a patron of the appeal. Also attending the event 
were ‘Friends’ and supporters of the CRT and 
other invited guests. 


Robin Page told the View from after the meeting: 
“I was delighted so many people turned out to hear 
what we have planned for Dorset. Everyone in the 
room seemed pleased to hear our news and were 
offering to help our search for a farm.”

DORSET Community Action is calling for support 
to a campaign to protect government funding to or¬ 
ganisations which support rural communities. 

Alex Picot is calling on the Secretary of State for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs not to with¬ 
draw funding for the ACRE Network of rural com¬ 
munity councils (RCCs). 

“The network, of which Dorset Community Ac¬ 
tion is a member, is the only nationwide organisa¬ 
tion with a dedicated rural community focus, 
strengthening local communities, enterprises, and 
supporting the most vulnerable in our society, with 
an unrivalled reach into 52,000 grassroots organi¬ 
sations. 

“It is also the sole organisation that provides ad¬ 
vice to the 80,000 volunteers who keep England’s 
10,000 village halls alive,” he said. 

Mr Picot says these include supporting village 
post offices and pubs. He cites the example of 
DCA working with Mosterton parish council and 
members of the local community to reinstate the 
post office service which the village recently lost. 

Other current projects include ‘Keep Warm, Save 
Money’ events across Dorset focusing on the needs 
of people in fuel poverty, and support for local 
transport including Bus 2 Go which takes excluded 
people and families on day trips.

Richard Drax to speak for 
Marine'A'in parliament 


RICHARD Drax, MP 
for South Dorset and 
Oliver Colville, MP for 
Plymouth Sutton and 
Devonport, met the 
wife of convicted 
Royal Marine Alexan¬ 
der Blackman in the 
House of Commons on 
Tuesday. 

Mrs Claire Warner- 
Blackman was accom¬ 
panied by her father, 
James Warner, at the 
meeting to discuss the 
case of her husband, 
formerly a Royal 
Marines sergeant, cur¬ 
rently incarcerated for 
life for the murder of 
a wounded Afghan 
insurgent. 

The highly decorated 
Marine had completed 
multiple tours in 
Afghanistan, Iraq and 
Northern Ireland before 
the incident in Hel- 
mand Province in 2011. 
For the 15 years prior 
to the shooting his serv¬ 
ice record was held to 
be exemplary. 

The verdict of the 
court martial caused an 
outcry. After the judge¬ 
ment, three senior 
judges reduced the 
minimum term to be 


served by Sergeant 
Blackman from ten 
to eight years because, 
they said, the particular 
stresses affecting him 
should have been 
“accorded greater 
weight as a mitigating 
factor.” 

An e-petition calling 
for the murder convic¬ 
tion to be quoshed has 
now reached 107,000 
signatures demanding 
his release. 

Mr Drax had previ¬ 
ously visited Alexander 
Blackman in prison be¬ 
fore Christmas and, 
after the meeting, wrote 
that he had ‘areas of 
concern’ about the case. 

Mrs Warner-B lack- 
man said, “I would like 
to thank Oliver Colville 
and Richard Drax for 
the most useful ex¬ 
ploratory meeting. 

“Having discussed 
the case at length, we 
all agreed that I should 
take further legal ad¬ 
vice as soon as possi¬ 
ble, which I intend to 
do in order to ensure 
the best possible out¬ 
come for my husband.” 

Richard Drax said, “I 
entirely concur with

Council acted in'slapdash, shoddy' 
way over Castle Cove beach closure 


TWO councils have 
been accused of “slap¬ 
dash” and “shoddy” 
behaviour over the clo¬ 
sure notice affecting 
Castle Cove beach in 
Weymouth. 

The popular leisure 
spot is at the centre of 
an access row after it 
was shut in spring 2013 
over safety fears linked 
to a landslip. 

But Friends of Castle 
Cove chairman, Steve 
Els worth, said his free¬ 
dom of information re¬ 
quest to Dorset county 
council uncovered “as¬ 
tonishing new informa¬ 
tion” that the beach was 


closed by “three coun¬ 
cil officers in the ab¬ 
sence of any external 
scientific assessment at 
an informal meeting at 
which no minutes were 
taken”. 

Mr Elsworth said this 
news was released to 
the Friends by DCC in¬ 
formation manager 
Richard Kirby who 
wrote: “...the decision 
made in 2013 was 
made verbally by two 
officers from this au¬ 
thority and one officer 
from Weymouth & 
Portland borough coun¬ 
cil based on their visual 
inspection on that day. 


“No formal written 
record was made of 
that decision. 

“You are also expect¬ 
ing there to be other 
specialist reports that 
simply do not exist as, 
until now, no other spe¬ 
cialists have been asked 
to undertake inspec¬ 
tions of this site by this 
authority.” 

Mr Elsworth said: 
“This is an astonishing 
way to deal with a 
much-loved commu¬ 
nity asset. 

“In the past, when 
footpaths were closed, 
the process involved 
scientific reports, for- 
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mal meetings, agendas 
and minuted decisions. 

“In the case of Castle 
Cove in 2013, it looks 
as if three officers went 
for a stroll and decided 
to close the beach. 

“They didn’t even 
take minutes of their de¬ 
cision. 

“There was no risk as¬ 
sessment, no record of 
alternatives, no consid¬ 
eration of the impact of 
the decision and, al¬ 
though the closure 
order of March 2013 
said the footpath was 
closed ‘for health and 
safety reasons”, no 
health and safety as¬ 
sessment was carried 
out. 

“The closure notice 
reported that the path 
was closed ‘due to dam¬ 
age to the footpath... 
which has blocked the 
footpath and rendered 
the footpath unstable’. 

“The footpath has 
never been ‘blocked’ 
and has always been 
passable. 

“This is an incredibly 
slapdash way to deal 
with a beach that has 
been in public use for 
100 years and has been 
guaranteed public ac¬ 
cess by parliamentary 
legislation. This is 
shoddy behaviour.” 

A spokesperson from 
the council later denied 
the claims and said its 
rights of way officers 
acted in a professional 
manner because of con¬ 
cern about the landslip, 
adding that part of the 
right of way was cur¬ 
rently being looked at to 
see if it could be safely 
reopened. 
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Benefits system failing disabled claims CAB

A CATALOGUE of fail¬ 
ings in the benefits sys¬ 
tem is leaving sick and 
disabled people facing 
an uphill struggle to get 
support from the state, 
according to the Citi¬ 
zens’ Advice Bureau's 
latest report. 

Claimants across 
Dorset are experiencing 
“considerable difficul¬ 
ties” which exacerbate 
already stressful situa¬ 
tions for vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. 

The Dorset Citizens’ 
Advice Social Policy 
Group used research 
taken from eight individ¬ 
ual bureaux areas, in¬ 
cluding Dorchester and 
Weymouth, highlighting 
a total of 149 problem 
cases, ranging from poor 
administration and de¬ 
lays to incorrect advice. 

The 'Not a Good Time 
to be Disabled?' report 
concluded that some 
staff “do not appear to 
know the regulations 
properly” and “give in¬ 
correct advice or are 


very off-putting to 
claimants because of 
their manner.” 

Inefficiencies in claim¬ 
ing or renewing welfare 
benefits is also impeding 
the progress made by 
people recovering from 
mental health problems, 
the report says. 

“The impact on 
claimants is illustrated in 
the examples given in 
the report, but it is worth 
stressing that the delays 
and general inefficiency 
of the way that claims 
are dealt with only exac¬ 
erbates often extremely 
stressful situations,” it 
says. 

“In addition to the dis¬ 
tress caused, there is the 
very practical problem 
that claimants often suf¬ 
fer financial hardship be¬ 
cause of the problems 
they experience with get¬ 
ting their benefits.” 

Issues of poor practice 
included: 

• failing to keep accu¬ 
rate records or give ap¬ 
propriate support to a 
blind claimant, and 

• giving out incorrect 
information to a claimant 


about medical details re¬ 
quired for an Employ¬ 
ment Support Allowance 
application. 

Disabled people's char¬ 
ity Access Dorset de¬ 
scribed the report's 
findings as a “damning 
indictment” of the cur¬ 
rent benefits system and 
its implementation in 
rural areas. 

The user-led charity, 
made up of around 600 
members, strives to in¬ 
clude disabled and eld¬ 
erly people in all aspects 
of life. 

But development man¬ 
ager Dave Thompson 
said the report identified 
recurrent problems that 
are all too familiar for 
the charity's members. 

He told the View 
From: “The research 
paper produced by 
Dorset Citizens’ Advice 
Social Policy group pro¬ 
vides a damning indict¬ 
ment of the present state 
of the benefits system 
and the consequences of 
its poor delivery in rural 
Dorset. 

“The examples of long 
delays, poor customer 


service and unreasonable 
sanctions tally with the 
alarming number of calls 
that DIAL Access 
Dorset, our information 
and advice service re¬ 
ceives from disabled 
people and people with 
long-term health condi¬ 
tions who are, far too 
often, trying to deal with 
changes in their circum¬ 
stances, with little sym¬ 
pathy or support from 
those supposedly em¬ 


ployed to ensure the wel¬ 
fare of vulnerable 
adults.” 

The report also listed a 
series of specific prob¬ 
lems with services that 
were “unacceptable” 
across the eight Dorset 
bureau areas, including 
complicated and mis¬ 
leading forms, incom¬ 
prehensible letters, poor 
communication skills of 
telephone advisers, diffi¬ 
culty making contact 


with benefits staff by 
phone and the require¬ 
ment to make applica¬ 
tions online. 

According to the re¬ 
port, the Department for 
Work and Pensions 
should take action to 
address the problems, by 
listening to health and 
social care professionals, 
investing in better train¬ 
ing and ensuring penal¬ 
ties are imposed when 
standards slip.

Engineering needs more apprentices and graduates 


ENGINEERING apprentice and graduate 
numbers entering the industry will need 
to double by 2022 to meet projected em¬ 
ployer demand. 

If it doesn’t then the extra £27 million 
it could generate for the UK economy - 
the equivalent of building 1,800 schools 
or 110 hospitals - will be lost.

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Council gets it right! 


IT seems that the council feels the 
electric vehicle revolution is not 
for them at the moment. 

You see, the authority has been 
sparking the idea of switching its 
fleet of cars to electric vehicles so 
it can make full use of solar power 
facilities at its Crookhill depot. 

Councillors have now decided 
not to stick their fingers in the 
socket as it were because they fear 
it is “a bit of a shaky proposition 
to be first”. 

They are worried that it might 
just be a ‘Save the Planet’ gim¬ 
mick, that taking the plunge 
should only come when there is 
wider support for electric vehicles 
from the public and transport op¬ 
erators and that “the business case 
and timing is not right”. 

This isn’t a case of dozens of fu¬ 
ture council vehicles driving 
through the borough trailing hun¬ 
dreds of miles of electric cable be¬ 
hind them. The principle is quite 
simple. You have an electric car, 
various charging points, and off 
you go on your journey. 


The problem comes when the 
driver needs to put another ten 
pence in the meter... and that 
might happen an awful lot. 

Clean energy is one thing but a 
report to council shows that such 
cars might have to be recharged 
after just 120 miles and that such 
recharging could take up to eight 
hours. 

Just two or three trips across the 
Weymouth and Portland area can 
easily rack up 50-60 miles while 
a loop from the town centre to 
Easton on Portland, back to 
Chickerell and out to areas such as 
Littlemoor and Preston can be 
more than 25 miles on a single 
trip. 

It means such cars being consid¬ 
ered by the council might need a 
lengthy recharge after just part of 
a morning out and about making 
calls. 

I’m a big fan of solar power but, 
in this instance and at this time 
and at current technology levels, I 
think the council has probably got 
it right. 


Why are all the 
flowers here? 

IF you can believe the experts then at this time of 
year there should be 20-30 species of plant in flower, 
but in 2015 they've recorded a staggering 368 in 
bloom. 

That represents more than one in seven of all the 
flowering plants in this country and includes the 
likes of gorse which shouldn't flower until April or 
May. I've got five plants in flower in my garden right 
now. 

It lends weight that, even in mild areas such as 
ours, the effects of climate change are becoming 
more and more apparent. 

The Met Office said 2014 was the warmest year on 
record. We're having our fourth mild winter in a row 
and there just haven't been the frosts to kill early 
flowers off. 

The most common bloomers have been daisies 
and dandelions and climate experts are saying that 
human influence could contribute to temperature 
records being smashed, but there is a down side. 

Dorset is famous for its carpets of spring flowers, 
but if we get very cold weather in February then 
plants in unseasonal flower might be badly hit. 

Enjoy the winter splashes of colour everywhere but 
be prepared for a floral graveyard if winter hits back. 


Widgets, grommets and doobries 


IF you have widget A (i) and screw 
B in front of you, why can’t they be 
fitted into hole C as it says in the in¬ 
structions? 

The answer, of course, is that some 
of the chest of drawer parts you are 
trying to assemble seem to have 
found their way into the box from a 
train wreck. 

I raise the horrors of flatpack furni¬ 
ture construction only because so 
many people have raised it with me 
recently as they battle to put together 
special Christmas purchases or that 
now thrice damned bargain you 
bought from the January sales. 

To be quite honest, I don’t know 
what all the fuss is about. Instruc¬ 
tions such as “Place the back ‘10’ 
into the rabbet of the top ‘ 1 ’ and the 
side ‘3’ and ‘4’. See fig. 11.1” could¬ 
n’t be clearer, could they? 

The fact is that all flatpack manu¬ 
facturers must produce a set of as¬ 
sembly instructions capable of being 
easily understood by three ordinary 
people. They’ve just chosen Einstein, 
Turing and Hornby (he invented 
meccano) as their three ordinary peo¬ 


ple. The rest of us have to play catch¬ 
up. 

Experience has shown that the eas¬ 
iest way to tackle assembly is to clear 
a room, lay all the pieces out on the 
floor first and consult the check list 
to work out which bits are missing. 

A few insulting phone calls and it 
shouldn’t be more than six weeks be¬ 
fore the missing parts are posted to 
you. 

Next take an extremely close look 
at the screws. These are wilful fit¬ 
tings which often require not just dif¬ 
ferent types of screwdriver but 
different sizes as well and you will 
always reach a critical assembly 
point to discover that the right screw¬ 
driver is still in a box inside the shed 
at the bottom of the garden. 

Eventually, all challenges over¬ 
come, you can stand back and look at 
your completed piece of furniture.... 
a mutant nightmare which belongs in 
the Tate Modem or one of the scenes 
from Transformers which was left on 
the cutting room floor to avoid upset¬ 
ting children. 

Well done.

your smoke alarms 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service are asking people 
to make sure that their smoke alarms are up to date, 
in the right place and that they test them every 
week. It only takes a few seconds and is proven to 
saves lives. 

A smoke alarm can give someone the few extra 
seconds they need to escape in a fire. While the 
majority of homes across the country now have an 
alarm fitted, most people are not aware that the av¬ 
erage alarm has a lifespan of just ten years and then 
needs replacing. 

For people a single smoke alarm is simply not 
enough. Last year, in nearly half of all fires in the 
home where the smoke alarm did not sound, the 
reason was that the alarm was not close enough to 
detect the fire. Missing or flat batteries were an¬ 
other major cause. 

To keep your alarms in working order: 

• make sure there is at least one smoke alarm on 
every level of your home; 

• test your smoke alarms by pushing the button 
every week; 

• check that your smoke alarms are less than 10 
years old; 

• fit smoke alarms on landings and hallways and 
near bedrooms. Also consider rooms which have 
an electrical appliance such as a heater, tumble 
drier or other risk; 

• take a moment to check on your loved ones 
who may need help to ensure they’re fully pro¬ 
tected. 

Kate Underhill, Prevention Manager at DFRS 
said: “ A smoke alarm can offer vital protection for 
you and your loved ones, but most people simply 
fit and forget - they don’t know if it might be com¬ 
ing to the end of its lifespan or not working at all.” 


Hand over your white goods to help others 


WEYMOUTH-based household items re-use scheme, 
Twice as Nice, is appealing to local people to hand 
over any unwanted white goods so it can help fa mili es 
in crisis living in the area. 

The company, part of housing association Synergy 
Housing, is looking for items such as fridges, freez¬ 
ers, cookers, washing machines, tumble dryers and 
microwaves, which it can make available at its store 
at Albany Road on the Granby Industrial Estate.

They don’t even have to be in per¬ 
fect working order - we have a white goods techni¬ 
cian who can carry out any repairs and refurbish items 
in our workshop if necessary.”

The store is 
open to all and people on low incomes can purchase 
items at a reduced rate.

Pothole hotline 
direct to council 



DORSET county council is encouraging residents 
to report potholes and other road defects directly 
to the council via its website. 


Cllr Peter Finney, the county council’s cabinet 
member for environment and economy, said: “By 
reporting damaged roads to us directly we can start 
the process of scheduling their repair without 
delay. 

“Local residents can input details on the website 
or call in. This information goes straight into our 
system and we can start prioritising the work.” 

Last year the county council repaired 12,000 pot¬ 
holes. Each pothole is ranked for repair. This rank¬ 
ing is based on the level of risk to road users - its 
location, size, depth and the sort of road on which 
it occurs. Repairs are scheduled between 32 hours, 
for the highest risk, and 28 days for minor risk. The 
majority of all potholes are repaired within 28 
days. 

The county council has received an extra £9m to 
help repair storm-ravaged roads from last winter. 
This money was used to resurface damaged roads 
and complete a grip and ditch clearing programme 
to help prevent future flooding.

O N BOXING Day 
2004, an earth¬ 
quake measuring 
9.1 to 9.3 on the Richter 
Scale (the third most 
powerful recorded) took 
place in the Indian ocean 
off the coast of the island 
of Sumatra, Indonesia. 

It generated a series of dev¬ 
astating tsunamis that trav¬ 
elled at speeds of 500 miles 
an hour and created tidal 
waves up to 100 feet high 
that struck the coastal areas 
of 14 countries. 

It was one of the deadliest 
natural disasters in recorded 
history and killed 230,000 
people - Indonesia was the 
hardest hit followed by Sri 
Lanka, India, and Thailand. 

Millions more were dis¬ 
placed and the number who 
died from drinking unsafe 
water is unknown. 

In the following days the 
Rotary Club of Chelwood 
Bridge, co-ordinating hu¬ 
manitarian aid response in 
the form of ‘Aquaboxes’, ap¬ 
pealed for support. 

The local appeal provided 
sufficient funding and dona¬ 
tions in kind for 1,940 boxes 
and a further 1,260 boxes 
were provided by other Ro¬ 
tary Clubs in the district. 
Their aid went to Sri Lanka, 
India and Indonesia. 

A review of ‘Operation 


Aquabox’ resulted in a series 
of improvements aimed at 
streamlining the process and 
led to the establishment of 
the Rotary’s Water Survival 
Box charity in the summer of 
2006. 

The project continues to be 
managed by senior members 
of the Rotary Club of Chel¬ 
wood Bridge and the £1.3 
million donated so far has 
been used to respond to 39 
disasters in some 25 different 
countries during the past 


nine years. In order that the 
charity can continue to re¬ 
spond at the same level to fu¬ 
ture disasters they need 
sustained funding in the 
order of £150,000 to 
£200,000 each year. 

The standard box contain¬ 
ing a water-purification kit 
and other essential survival 
items costs £150. This cov¬ 
ers the cost of the box, con¬ 
tents, and air freight to the 
disaster area. 

The new Aquafilter Family 


water purification kit can 
supply 18,000 litres of clean 
water which is the equivalent 
of ten litres per person for a 
family of five each day for a 
year. 

Aid has been sent to 39 dis¬ 
aster zones between 2006 
and 2014 in 25 different 
countries, with 9,300 water- 
survival boxes distributed, 
including: 

■ 2006 - Philippines 
- typhoon; 

■ 2007 - Bangladesh 


- cyclone; 

■ 2008 - Zimbabwe 

- cholera; 

■ 2009 - Taiwan - typhoon, 
Indonesia - earthquake; 

■ 2010 - Haiti - earth¬ 
quake, Chile - earthquake; 

■ 2011 - Japan - tsunami, 
Pakistan - floods; 

■ 2012 - Horn of Africa - 
drought; 

■ 2013 - Mozambique - 
floods; Philippines - 
super typhoon Haiyan; 

■ 2014 - Bolivia - floods; 


Chile - earthquake & 
Valparaiso great fire; 

Serbia - floods; 
Kashmir/India - floods.

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Bridport Pantomime Players celebrate 
50 years with Cinderella production 


FI FTY years of pantomime. What a very different town 
Bridport was back in the late 50s and early 60s. There 
was a railway station in St. Andrew's Road, a bus sta¬ 
tion in West Bay Road and the taxi rank was in Bucky- 
Do Square! There were three 'departmental' shops, 
Elmes, Braileys and the Co-op and all three used to sell 
out of knicker elastic, sequins and white ankle socks 
during pantomime week! There was no by-pass, not a 
supermarket insight, and West Bay had yet to be dis¬ 
covered! Petrol cost 5/- a gallon (25p) and a postage 
stamp 4d (old money). 

At this time, Bernard Gale had started a dancing 
school in the town and was producing children's pan¬ 
tomimes in the Church House which were very suc¬ 
cessful and popular. This encouraged him to have 
'grown-ups' in them as well, and so the Bridport Pan¬ 
tomime Players were established, and the first two 
shows performed in the Church House were a sell-out. 


The big decision then was whether or not to move to 
The Palace Cinema, whether the move was affordable 
or too much of a risk. After much discussion, numerous 
jumble sales, coffee mornings and general fund raising 
the big step was taken and in January 1968 Red Riding 
Hood took to the stage at The Palace, and pantomimes 
were there every year until 1999. 

But all good things come to an end and during that 
year The Palace unexpectedly closed its doors. Deter¬ 
mined to carry on with pantomime, Bernard and the 
Players went ahead and for the next seven years the 
shows were staged on a much smaller stage at The 
Lyric and these too were very successful. Sadly Bernard 
died and The Lyric had to be sold, but much to every¬ 
one's relief, Peter Hitchins purchased The Palace and so 
the pantomimes went back there in 2007 with Cin¬ 
derella. 

Throughout all the fifty years of pantomime so many

OUR CHANGING CLIMATE 

Dr Felicity Liggins to give talk in Dorchester 


IN THE UK, the winter of 2013/14 was truly 
record-breaking. During a lecture at Dorset 
County Museum on February 11th, Dr Felicity 
Liggins of the Meteorological Office talks about 
the possible causes of this exceptional weather 
and discusses whether climate change could at 
least be partly to blame. 

The series of winter storms in 2013 was excep¬ 
tional in its duration and led to the wettest De¬ 
cember to January period since records began. 
Heavy rains, strong winds and high waves led to 
widespread flooding and coastal damage caus¬ 
ing significant disruption to 
individuals, businesses and 
infrastructure. But the UK 
wasn't alone in experiencing 
extreme weather. It also coin¬ 
cided with exceptionally cold 
weather in Canada and the 
USA and enhanced rainfall 
over Indonesia. 

Felicity Liggins is a senior cli¬ 
mate consultant bringing in¬ 
terpretation of climate 
science to a range of cus¬ 
tomers including the oil and 
gas industries and local gov¬ 
ernment. She helps organisa¬ 
tions identify the challenges 
and opportunities climate 
change could bring both in 
the UKand around the world, 
providing the confidence to 
make appropriate decisions. 

Felicity also leads the Met 
Office's STEM Outreach pro¬ 
gramme, coordinating a net¬ 
work of over 170 
Ambassadors and working 


with other organisations around the UK.The pro¬ 
gramme promotes the work of the Met Office to 
young people and wider communities and high¬ 
lights how a career in science, technology, engi¬ 
neering or maths can be exciting, rewarding and 
of benefit to society.

Cracks Appear In Tyre Safety Drive 


MOTORISTS are being encouraged to in¬ 
crease the frequency of their tyre pres¬ 
sure checks in a bid to identify and 
prevent potentially dangerous tyre fail¬ 
ures resulting from pothole-damaged 
wheel rims. 

The advice has been issued byTyreSafe 
following feedback from its tyre retail 
members that there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the number of cus¬ 
tomers who believe that one of their 
tyres has a slow puncture. However, 
upon subsequent investigation, many 
instances of pressure loss are found to 
be as a result of air escaping from 
cracked wheel rims that have been dam¬ 
aged by driving over potholes. 

"It's essential that your car's tyres are 
always properly inflated to the correct 
levels," explains Stuart Jackson, chair¬ 
man, TyreSafe. "If tyres are run below 


their recommended pressures, they are 
much more likely to suffer a rapid failure, 
and very often this happens after pro¬ 
longed periods of high speed running, 
where the consequences can be cata¬ 
strophic." 

By checking tyre pressures at least 
once a week, drivers will be much more 
likely to spot any gradual loss of pressure 
and have this investigated by a qualified 
tyre professional. 

When tyres are run below their recom¬ 
mended pressures, they can overheat 
which can eventually lead to a rapid de¬ 
flation, endangering the safety of the 
driver, their passengers and other road 
users. Furthermore, driving on under-in¬ 
flated tyres leads to increased tyre wear 
and higher fuel bills adding unnecessary 
expense to your motoring costs. 

"If you do have the misfortune of hit¬ 


ting a pothole or notice that your tyres 
are showing signs of pressure loss, you 
should visit your local tyre fitting centre 
at the earliest opportunity so they can 
check that both your tyres and wheel 
rims are in a safe and serviceable condi¬ 
tion," concludes Jackson.

(first Maiden) provided the pair's three 
successes. 

The former put in a superb round of 
jumping to secure the win needed for 
Cheltenham Foxhunter qualification. 
"We're still not certain whether to go for 
the Cheltenham or Aintree Foxhunter, 
although he still needs to be placed in 
a Hunter Chase to qualify for the latter," 
said joint-owner Tony Hayward. "It's 
possible he'll go straight to Chel¬ 
tenham, but if the ground's soft there, 
we'll have a rethink. 

"He jumps for England and has hardly 
ever made a mistake in his life, al¬ 
though he did once fall at a bullfinch 
fence in France when distracted by an¬ 
other horse. I'd actually love to see him 
tackling the Aintree fences." 

Course specialist Subtle Sovereign 
raced prominently throughout before 
registering his fourth Larkhill success. 
"What a horse," beamed Jack, clearly re¬ 
calling that Subtle Sovereign was his 
first winner as a trainer and last as a 
jockey.
